Viscount Ishii is understood to have 
visited Hugh S. Gibson, head of the 
American delegation, late Monday at 
Geneva, Switzerland, and to have in­ 
formed him officially that the J apan­ 
ese delegation tvvs so impressed with 
the British proposals to discuss capi 
tal ships at the tripartite naval con­ 
ference that it had been 
decided to 
request 
fresh 
instructions 
from 
Tokio. 
Three opinions prevail concerning 
the sudden shift in the J apanese at­ 
titude. 
Tfie first is that J apan has been de­ 
finitely won over by the British to a 
position which is opposed by Ameri­ 
cans. 
The second is that 
the 
J apanese 
will utilize the question 
of 
capital 
ships as a lever to obtain American 
consent for 
an increased 
ratio for 
J apan in auxiliary warships 
The third is that the J apanese, see­ 
ing the conference in danger of col­ 
lapse, wish to find a middle ground 
which would permit settlement of the 
Anglo-American conflict. 
Viscount Ishii declared that so far 
as J apan was concerned there was no 
idea of proposing any security treaty. 
Viscount Ishii emphasized that the 
J apanese are willing to discuss and 
study any suggestion 
or 
proposal 
looking to national economy and al­ 
leviation of the burden 
of the 
tax­ 
payer in so far as such sugges­ 
tions fall within the scope of their in­ 
structions. 
The British proposal with regard to 
the reduction of the tonnage of capi­ 
tal ships and the extension of their 
age, he continued, appeared undoubt­ 
edly to have the merit of leading in 
no small measure to a reduction in 
general naval outlays. 
As there had been a distinct im­ 
pression in official circles that J apan 
might propose a perpetual peace pact 
with the United States, Ishii’s dis­ 
claimer may mean- that the J apanese 
definitely have abandoned any idea of 
taking the initiative, or it may be in­ 
terpreted in the sense that Tokio has 
no plan for venturing into a three- 
power peace pact 
with 
the L nited 
States and Great Britain together. 
Monday night’s developmnets give 
the conference a more critical aspect 
because the 
American 
and 
British 
delegations are still 
wide 
apart on 
on the 
question 
of reopening the 
Washington 
treaty. 
Should 
J apan 
decide to throw her lot with 
Great 
Britain, the 
American 
delegation’s 
position becomes 
increasingly diffi­ 
cult. 
No arrangements have been made

Now York.—A Greek girl is ex pect­ 
ed f<> weave, fashion and embroider 
her trousseau before she marries, ac­ 
cording to Mary Garin Jaquith, wife 
of LI. C. Jaquith of Darien, Conn., di­ 
rector of the Near East relief in Ath­ 
ens, Greece, who is honeymooning in 
this country with her husband. 
The 
Greek girl’s trousseau, Mrs. Jaquith 
ex plains, comprises almost all the gar­ 
ments she will need for the re-t of her 
life, the minimum supply being two 
dresses. 
“ Tins seems Incredible in an 'age 
when Western fashions change with 
every season and fabrics are so fragile 
that they will scarcely last that long.” 
said Mrs. Jaquith, who is the daugh­ 
ter of a distinguished family of the 
old regime of Russia and is an au­ 
thority on peasant art, “ but among the 
peasantry of Greece, as well as other 
European countries, tiie same styles 
endure from generation to generation, 
and the hand-woven cloth and silk are 
so durable that they not only last a 
lifetime but frequently are banded 
down from mother to daughter and 
even to granddaughter. 
Designs From Old Legends. 
“ There are fabrics of great antiquity 
among the islands of Greece, and the 
innate artistic sense of the Greek 
women creates a perfection of hand­ 
work and design rarely found among 
the 
peasantry 
of 
other 
countri -s, 
whose art is apt to be more primitive. 
Many of their designs are native to 
certain 
localities 
and 
bear 
motifs 
taken from old legends. 
“ On the island of Skyros the trous­ 
seau includes the mourning dress—to 
be worn at funerals and if the owner 
becomes a widow. 
It is a (lark green 
silk, embroidered in bright colors. On 
Skyros also the girl makes her pros­ 
pective husband’s wedding shirt, which 
he will wear on Sundays and gala 
days and in which he must be buried. 
It is of fine white silk, with drawn- 
ftork of the most ex quisite character 
from top to bottom of the long, full 
sleeves and around the neck. 
The 
work on the wedding shirt is taken as 
an indication of whether the bride 
knows the household arts well enough 
to make a good wife. 
“ On the Island of Leueas the wed­ 
ding garment con. ists of a fine white 
underdress with embroidery so minute 
that it is done in a darkened room, a 
hole being pierced in one shade let­ 
ting in a single ray of light under 
which the girl holds her delicate work. 
Working under this concentrated light 
is thought to be less injurious to the 
eyes than full daylight would be. Over 
this dress the bride wears a light-blue 
satin slip, so cut that the embroidery 
at the bottom of the skirt and on the 
sleeves and neck of the white dress 
will show. 
Two Designs Mixed. 
“ In spite of an endeavor to preserve 
community 
organization 
embroidery 
motifs of different sections of the 
country 
do get mix ed. 
When, 
for 
ex ample, a girl from Rhodes marries 
a man from Kos, her dress is mainly 
Rhodesian in design, but the outer 
jacket has the typical pattern of Kos. 
“ When her children are old enough 
to embroider, whPo they are most fa­ 
miliar with the designs of Kos, where 
they live, they will also copy from 
their mother’s trousseau, so their own 
trousseaus may be a mix ture of Kosian 
and Rhodesian designs. 
“ The old embroideries are now rare 
and ex pensive, eagerly sought by mu­ 
seums and collectors, but the modern 
work, which is similar in theme, is as 
beautiful ami desirable to all but col­ 
lectors, and of course it is more dur­ 
able.” 
This ex quisite Greek embroidery is 
being sold in America by the indus­ 
trial department of the Near East re­ 
lief, which gives employment to 10,000 
refugee widows with dependent chil­ 
dren under its “ philanthropy without 
pauperization” plan.

With the start of the touring season 
the touring bureau of the Chicago Mo- 
! tor club in its latest bulletin offers 
seme adv ice to long distance tourists. 
Proper loading of the ear for long 
trips helps to make for a pleasant jour- 
I riey, according to the bulletin. 
One 
| of the pet peev es of the tourist is to 
find at tho end of a day’s trav el that 
a suitcase has rubbed the finish oiT 
the body. 
“Layer upon layer of frie- 


i tion tape, fiv e or six strips stuck on 
! the body where friction may occur, 
will solv e the problem,” says the bul- 
* letin. 
Provide for W et Weather. 
“Another lesson that the long-dis­ 
tance tourist soon learns is that ev ery 
I member of the party should be prov id­ 
ed with a rain coat or cape, and that 
these garments should lie reached eas­ 
ily at a moment's notice. 
In addition 
to this precaution, the tourist who de­ 
mands comfort on the road will in­ 
clude an umbrella as part of his trav ­ 
eling equipment. 
The soundness of 
this adv ice will be appreciated by the 
motorist who has been forced to trav el 
all day in wet clothing, because of a 
drenching receiv ed while getting in 
in and out of the car when stopping 
fur lunch. 
“In addition to care in loading and 
in prov iding suitable comforts the 
motorist should conduct an inspection 
of his car before setting out on his 
journey. 
Particular attention should 
be centered 
upon 
Safety 
features. 
Brakes, adequate for normal driv ing, 
may prov e entirely incapable of per­ 
forming up to the standard demanded 
upon the tour. 
Another feature that 
frequently escapes attention is the 
steering mechanism. 


Engina Most Important. 
“Although it is not generally so re­ 
gard* d, ilie engine 
is one of the most 
Important safety features of the car. 
it may be performing at its best to 
deliv er the extra power necessary for 
long trips at high speed. 
If one 
makes certain that earburetion and 
timing are right, one will hav e little 
trouble under ordinary conditions. 
“The tires, of course, must be In 
good condition. 
Starting out on weak 
tiros may, in some cases, amount to 
foolhardiness. 
It is unwise under all 
conditions to expect old tires to stand 
up under the grueling work to which 
they will be subjected on a touring 
trip. 
“The tourist must watch out at all 
times that he does not become ex­ 
cessiv ely fatigued. 
It Is better to 
cut the day’s journey short than to 
risk the dangers encountered when 
one driv es In an exhausted condition. 
Five Notes of Caution. 
“Fiv e other points in relation to 
driv ing on the tour are summed up 
by the American Automobile associa­ 
tion as follows: 
“Making good time is a matter 
of 
driv ing consistently at a reasonable 
speed. 
This rate should be neither so 
fast as to be dangerous nor so slow 
as to kill the pleasure of the trip. 
“Observ e generally the rules of the 
road and show courtesy to other high­ 
way users. 
“Be alert and keep a firm grip on 
the steering wheel at all times. 
“Make careful note of the danger 
and caution signs put along the high­ 
way for your protection. 
Pay particu­ 
lar heed to the warning to descend 
steep grades in low or second gear. 
These are among the most Important 
caution signs. 
It is seldom that they 
. are 
placed 
where 
caution 
is 
not 
needed. 
“Nev er leav e the car on the high* 
« way 
while 
repairs, 
such 
as 
tire 
changes, are being made.”

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The problem of keeping automo­ 
biles from going too fast, once of 
major importance, is being relegated 
to the background by the no less im­ 
portant problem of keeping them mov ­ 
ing fast enough. This is indicated by 
reports 
of 
the 
Pennsylv ania 
state 
highway department as well as the 
traffic committee of the Chicago Asso­ 
ciation 
of 
Commerce 
and 
other 
sources. 
These reports state that the high­ 
way “slow poke” is responsible for 
accidents just as well as is the speed­ 
er, and that safety is achiev ed most 
easily when nil traffic is kept mov ­ 
ing at a uniform speed. This obv iates 
the need of the faster driv er circling 
around the slower motorist and there­ 
by hampering traffic in other lahes. 
Highway capacity is increased and 
the danger of accident is decreased if 
all cars are kept mov ing at a mini­ 
mum rate, say, of 25 miles an hour, 
these reports state, while the likeli­ 
hood of accident is increased if cars 
are permitted to trav el at an exceed­ 
ingly slow rate of speed in the traffic 
lanes. 
A uniform speed of 20 to 25 miles 
an hour in the traffic lane has been 
found to produce the greatest road 
capacity, or, in other words, a high­ 
way can accommodate more automo­ 
biles when all are trav eling at this 
speed.

James E. Dav is, assistant county 
agricultural agent, a graduate of th e 
dep artment of forestry at Cornell uni­

county forester and to p romote ef­ 
fectiv e forestry th rough out Ch autau­ 
qua county . 
Th is will include th e ul­ 
timate reforestation of ap p rox imately 
1 5 0 ,0 0 0 
acres of idle land and th e ef­ 
fectiv e management of about 120,000 
acres of woodland in farms. 
Many T rees Planted. 
Since 1000 indiv iduals and group s in 
th is country h av e p lanted 
6 84,0 0 0 trees 
furnish ed frqm th e nurseries of th e 
New York state conserv ation commis­ 
sion. 
Last y ear 2 5 6 ,0 0 0 
trees were 
* p lanted and th e county board of su­ 
p erv isors started a county forest.

On many farms 
it is th e p ractice to allow p ullets and 
cockerels to run togeth er until th e 
cockerels are large enough to be mar­ 
keted as broilers. 
Better results will 
be obtained, h owev er, if th ese males 
are remov ed from th e p ullets sooner, 
in fact, as soon as th ey can be identi­ 
fied. 
In flocks of legh orn ch icks some 
of th e males can be identified at th ree 
weeks of age, but it is better to wait 
until th ey are four or fiv e weeks old 
so all of th e males may be detected, as 
some are slower to dev elop .

Cutting and Storage of 
a Crop of Soy Beans 
Soy beans can be cut with ’a binder 
if th e crop stands up well, care being 
taken to cut only wh en th e dew is 
on or on a cloudy day so as to reduce 
sh attering. 
Th e bundles sh ould be 
small and loosely tied and th e sh ocks 
sh ould be made small or long and 
narrow. Th resh ing may be done with 
ordinary th resh er p rop erly adjusted 
to av oid breaking th e seed. Th is may 
be accomp lish ed by using sp ecial p ul­ 
ley s to reduce th e sp eed of th e cy lin­ 
der with out ch anging th e sp eed of 
th e fan and sep arator. 
Th e beans must be stored with con­ 
siderable care if th ey are not dry , as 
th ey are ap t to h eat and mold. After 
being th orough ly dried th ere is no 
danger. 
Th e best p lan Is to sp read 
th em out on th e floor afid sh ov el th em 
ov er from time to time until dry . Th ey 
may th en be p ut in sacks and bins. 
Finding a market h as been one of th e 
p roblems growers h av e been confront­ 
ed with In recent y ears.

London.—Just bow far a human be­ 
ing can be transformed into a living 
clock has been demonstrated in Lon­ 
don by members of the British Medi­ 
cal and Psychical association.

findings hove caused widespread in­ 
terest in medical and lay circles In 
England. 
For the last 32 years Bill Jenney, a 
sixty-two-year-old 
clockmaker, 
has 
been winding and tending the 1,650 
clocks of the Savoy hotel, London— 
the winding atone of which has occu­ 
pied him four days of every week. 
Many years ago Jenney claimed that 
at any hour of the clay or night lie 
could tell the time within half a min­ 
ute. 
Ile claimed that in seven times 
out of ten he could estimate the time 
correctly within thirty seconds. 
Recently Bill Jenney was put to ex­ 
haustively thorough tests by members 
of the Britisli Medical and Psychical 
association. 
They did everything in 
their power to dislodge what they 
Culled Jenney’s “acute psycho-astral 
poise.” 
It is stated that about one person 
in 500,000 D generally found to have 
p 
uliar faculties for gauging the pas­ 
sage of time, which means, of course, 
the changing juxtaposition of the sun 
and the earth and Jenney’s faculties 
have been highly developed owing to 
his vocation. 
Jenney has found that, 
like a dock, his ability depends large­ 
ly on his health. 
Some days he might 
be a minute fast; at other times It 
would be the reverse. 
Their tests to try to make him ob­ 
livious to time Included attendance at 
one of the most dramatic plays in 
London, enjoyment of an exquisite 
meal—and they also tested to see if 
Jenney’s time-guessing faculties were 
affected by alcohol. 
The greatest di­ 
vergence he made was one of only 
three-quarters of a minute.

timing are right, one will have little 
trouble under ordinary conditions, 
“The tires, of course, must he In 
good condition. 
Starting out on weak 
tires may, in some cases, amount to 
foolhardiness. 
It is unwise under all 
conditions to expect old tires to stand 
up under the grueling work to which 
they will be subjected on a touring 
trip, 
“The tourist must watch out at all 
times that he does not become ex­ 
cessively fatigued. 
It is better to 
cut the day’s journey short than to 
risk the dangers encountered when 
one drives in an exhausted condition. 
Five Notes of Caution. 
“ Five other points in relation to 
driving on the tour are summed up 
by tile American Automobile associa­ 
tion as follows: 
“Milking good time is a m atter of 
driving consistently at a reasonable 
speed. 
This rate should be neither so 
fast as to be dangerous nor so slow 
us to kill tile pleasure of the trip. 
“Observe generally the rules of the 
road and show courtesy to other high­ 
way users. 
“Be alert and keep a firm grip on 
the steering wheel at all times. 
“Make careful note of the danger 
and caution signs put along the high­ 
way for your protection. 
Bay particu­ 
lar heed to Hie warning to descend 
■deep grades In low or second gear. 
These are among the most Important 
caution signs. 
It is seldom that they 
are 
placed 
where

needed.

These reports state that the high- 
vrny “slow poke” Is responsible for 
accidents just as well as is the speed­ 
er, and that safety is achieved most 
easily when nil traffic is kept mov­ 
ing at a uniform speed. Tiffs obviates 
tie need of tho faster driver circling 
around the slower motorist and there­ 
by hampering traffic in other bines. 
Highway capacity fs Increased and 
the danger of accident is decreased If 
all cars are kept moving at a mini­ 
mum rate, say, of 25 iii 
*s an hour, 
these reports state, while the likeli­ 
hood of accident is Increased if cars 
are permitted to travel at an exceed­ 
ingly slow rate of speed in ttie traffic 
lanes. 
A uniform speed of 20 to 25 miles 
an hour in the traffic lane has been 
found to produce tile greatest road 
capacity, or, iii other words, a high­ 
way can accommodate more automo­ 
biles when all are traveling at this 
speed.

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Forestry Plan 
for Farm Woods 
HOUSEHOLD NOTES 


New York Community First 
mm to Launch Program for 
Using Idle Lands. 


(Prepared by th* United States 
Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture.) 
Chautauqua county, New York, Is 
the first county In the country to em* 
* bark upon a forestry program for 
farm woods and Idle lands with a spe­ 
cial forest officer In charge, it is an­ 
nounced by the forest service, United 
States Department of Agriculture. 
James E. Davis, assistant county 
agricultural agent, a gtaduate of the 
department of forestry at Cornell uni­ 
versity, has been selected by the lo­ 
cal board of supervisors to serve as 
county forester and to promote ef­ 
fective forestry throughout Chautau­ 
qua county. 
Tills will include the ul­ 
timate reforestation of approximately 
150,000 acres of idle land and the ef­ 
fective management of about 120,000 
acres of woodland in farms. 
Many Trees Planted. 
Since 1000 individuals and groups In 
this country have planted 684,000 trees 
furnished frqm the nurseries of the 
New York state conservation commis­ 
sion. 
Last year 250,000 trees were 
* planted and the county board of su­ 
pervisors started a county forest. 
“There are two major reasons why 
this county should recognize the need 
of forest development,” says the for­ 
est service. ‘‘In the first place, with­ 
in the county and immediately adjoin­ 
ing it are unusual markets for forest 
products. 
At Jamestown is a large 
furniture Industry which pays good 
prices 
for 
high-grade 
hardwoods, 
while a short dlstauce away at Erie, 
Pa., are huge pulp mills. The vine­ 
yards in the northern end of the coun­ 
ty require GOO,OOO grape posts every 
year. This is in addition to the wood 
needed for grape packages. 
During 
1924, more than 76,000 standard cords 
of fuel were cut in the county and in- 
* 
dications are that the demand can be 
considerably increased. 
In Forest or Idle. 
“The other reason Is that nearly 
one-half of the farm area is either in 
forest or in idle land which is poten­ 
tially 
capable of 
growing 
forests. 
Fanners recognize timber as a definite 
source of income.” 
In order to finance the county for­ 
ester, about GO organizations are co­ 
operating. 
These include the New 
York State College of Agriculture, the 
Erie railroad, the New York Central 
railroad, the county board of super­ 
visors, the Jamestown Furniture Man­ 
ufacturers’ association and the United 
States Department of Agriculture. 


Pullets and Cockerels 
Should Be Separated 
Growing stock of both sexes will do 
better if the males are removed and 
kept by themselves as soon as they 
can be distinguished. On many farms 
it is the practice to allow pullets and 
cockerels to run together until the 
cockerels are large enough to be mar­ 
keted as broilers. 
Better results will 
be obtained, however, if these males 
are removed from the pullets sooner, 
in fact, as soon as they can be identi­ 
fied. In flocks of leghorn chicks some 
of the males can be identified at three 
weeks of age, but it Is better to wait 
until they are four or five weeks old 
so all of the males may be detected, as 
some are slower to develop. 
Cockerels 
removed 
at 
this 
age 
should not be removed from heat, but 
should be taken to another brooder 
house or compartment. 
By removing 
these males, the pullets will be given 
> 
more room In which to develop and 
they will have a better chance, as the 
males will not bother them. 
The 
males, too, will 
have more room, 
which should help them to develop 
quicker to broiler age. 


When Making Fudge.

mained 
moist 
and 
fresh, and 
some had become hard and dry.

It will be found 
by experiment

Cutting and Storage of 
a Crop of Soy Beans 
Soy beans can be cut with a binder 
lf the crop stands up well, care being 
taken to cot only when the dew is 
on or on a cloudy day so as to reduce 
shattering. 
The bundles should be 
small and loosely tied and the shocks 
* should be made small or long and 
narrow. Threshing may be done with 
ordinary thresher properly adjusted 
to avoid breaking tile seed. This may 
be accomplished by using special pul­ 
leys to reduce the speed of the cylin­ 
der without changing the speed of 
the fan and separator. 
The beans must be stored with con­ 
siderable care if they are not dry, as 
they are apt to heat and mold. After 
being thoroughly driqd there is no 
danger. 
The best plan Is to spread 
them out on the floor ovid shovel them 
” over from time to time until dry. They 
may then be put in sacks and bins. 
Finding a market has been one of the 
problems growers have been confront­ 
ed with in recent years. 


•. 
Self-Feeder Favored 
for All-Mash Feeding 
Many readers are using the all­ 
mash system of feeding their chicks 
this year. This method offers distinct 
advantages, 
particularly 
to 
those 
crowded by other work. All-raaoti 
feeding might better be called the 
self-feeder method. The biggest vir­ 
tue of the ali-mnsh method is that it 
is adaptable to the use of self-feeders, 
thus reducing the time and trips re­ 
quired to look after the chicks. Those 
who are using the all-mash plan of 
raising their chicks certainly are over­ 
looking the largest advantage unless 
they use self-feeders.
